This government has already taken occasion to inform Jhe impeiial 
German government that it cannot admit the adoption of such ineas- 
uies or such a v.arnmg of danger to operate as in any degree an 
ibbreviation ol the rishts of American .shipmasters or of American 
•itizcns bound on l a w f u l errands as passentrers on merchant ships of 
belligerent natio'.ialily: and that it must hold the imperial German 
government to a .-.tuct accountability for any infringement of those 
rights, intentional or incidental. It does not undcistand the im- 
perial German <ro\ eminent to question those rights. Jt assumes, on 
the contrary, that the imperial government accept, as of course, the 
rule that the lives of non-combatants, whether they be of neutral

without disregarding those lules of fairness, reason, justice and hu- 
manity, which all modern opinion regards as imperative. It is virtu- 
ally impossible for the officers of a submarine to visit a merchant- 
man at spa and examine her papers and cargo.

(heir ships nnd in traveling wherever their legitimate business calls 
them upon the high seas, and exorcise those rights in what should be, 
the well-.juslificd confidence that their lives will not be endangered 
by acts done in clear violation of universally acknowledged interna- 
tional obligations, and ccrtainU in the confidence that their own gov- 
ermncnt will sustain them in the exercise of their richts. 


"There was recently published in the newspapers of the United 


States, i rc«ret to inform the imperial German Government, n formal 
warning, purporting to come from the imperial -German embassy ati 
Wiishinylon, addressed to the people of the United States, and stat-.

"I do not refer to this for the purpose of calling the attention of 


the imperial German government at this time to the surprising irregu- 
larity of a communication from the imperial German embassy at 
Washington, addressed to the people of the United States, through 
Hie newspapers, but only for the purpose of pointing out that no 
warning that an tinlaw ful and inhumane act wi1! be committed can 
possibly be accepted as an excuse or palliation ior that act or as an 
abatement of the responsibility for its commission. 


"Long acquainted as this government has been with the char- 


acter of the imperial German government and witttgthc high princi- 
ples of equity by which they have in the past becfn. actuated and 
guided, the government of the United States cannot believe that the 
commanders of the vessels which committed these acts of lawlessness 
did so except under a misapprehension of the orders issued by the 
imperial German naval authorities. 


End of Lawless Acts at Sea Demanded 


"It takes it for granted that, at least within the practical pos- 


sibilities of every such case, the commanders even of submarines 
wore expected to do nothing that would involve the lives of non- 
combatants or the safety of neutral ships, even at the cost of failing 
of their object of capture or destruction. It confidently expects, 
therefore, that the imperial German government will disavow the 
acts of which the Government °c tnc United States complains, that 
jhcy will make reparation so far as reparation is possible for injures 
which'f.re without measure, and that they will take immediate steps 
to prevent the recurrence of anything so obviously subversive of the 
principles of warfare for which the imperial German government 
Lave in the past so wisely and so firmly contended. 


"The government and people of the United States loolc to the 


imperial German government for just, prompt and enlightened action 
in this vital matter with the greater confidence because the United 
States and Germany are bound together not only by special ties of 
friendship, but also by the explicit stipulations of the treaty of 1828 
between the United States and the kingdom of Prussia. 


"Expressions of regret'and offers of reparation in case of the 


destruction of neutral ships sunk by mistake, while they may satisfy 
international obligations, if no loss of life results, cannot justify or 
excuse a practice, the natural and necessary effect of which is to 
subject neutral nations and neutral persons to new and immeasura- 
ble risks. 


"The imperial German government will npt expect the govern- 


ment of the United States to omit any word or act necessary to the 
performance of its sacred duty of maintaining the rights of the Uni- 
ted States nnd its citizens and of safeguarding their free exercise 
r.nd enjoyment.

have written a note that would 
have held Germany down to this 
specific matter is not entirely ap- 
parent. 
It is obvious, however, 


that this not does not do so. The 
note is far from being an ultima- 
tum, 
anrt, strange as it may seem, 


in view of the 
circumstances 


which have made it necessary, was 
uritteu with a distinct purpose of 
affording Germany no cause for 
resentment. 


The note does not intimate that 


the 
German 
government must 


choose, between compliance with 
the demands of the United States 
nnd war, but leaves it lo Germany 
to inform this country if it will 
give an guarantee that Americans 
hereafter shall be safe from attack 
in all situations where they are 
entitled to the protection of inter- 
national law. 


The language of the note, while 


firm, is eotutpous and pacific, ex- 
pressing with restraint the horror 
•md indignation aroused 
in this 


country by the sacrifice of Amer- 
ican lives in the unlawful sub-ma- 
rine warfare which Germany is 
making upon unarmed ships. 


Representatives of the adminis- 


tration, who are thought to reflect 
the president's views, declare that 
neither in the argument of the. 
note nor in its phraseology can 
Germany find the slighest Justin- 
cation lor resentment. 


It is therefore regarded as ap- 


nareiit, 1hat while the president's 
note is m itself admirable, it was 
prepared with a view to leaving 
ways open to both Germany and 
the United States by which they 
may avoid war. 


As a fact, war is now regarded 


•is the most remote contingency by 
all members of the administration. 


The mo^t reliable information' 


obtainable from official 
German 


souiccs is that Berlin will not un- 
compromisingly reject the Amer- 
ican demands, but will endeavor 
to arrive at an understanding 
with the United States. 


Germany then may be expected 


lo profess no intention of injuring 
American ships, and to pronounce 
the attacks on the American steam 
ships Gulflight and Gushing as 
accidents, for which it is willing 
to make full reparation. 


Tn respect 
to the killing of 


Americans on the Lusitania and 
Kalnba, the Berlin government, ac- 
foi ding to this German view, prob- 
ably will say that the terrible con 
sequences oi the submarine war-

principles of international law the 
United States offers no objections 
to the legitimate caplme of enemy 
merchant vessels or of neutral ves 
sels carrying contraband, but it 
does insist th'at the passengers and 
other 
non-combatants

shall be accorded the immunity 
from harm guaranteed by the law 
of nations. If a submarine is not 
prepared to care for the passeng- 
ers and crew in safety, says the
